POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 
26.—President Roosevelt declared 
today that the NRA campaign for 
more jobs and more pay was suc- 
ceeding with the people with a 
unanimity “unequaled since the 
war days” and that it was bringing 
the country “back to better times.” 

On the Vassar College campus 
the President told the people of his 
home county (Dutchess), gathered 
to welcome him home, ‘that “the 
downhill drift has definitely turned 
and become an upward surge.” 

Speaking publicly on the NRA 
drive for the first time, Froosevelt 
put emphasis into his words de- 
claring the new policy to be one ex- 
tending to the nation the principle 
of “local community—that no indl- 
vidual, no family, has a right to do 
things which hurt the neighbors.” 

Calls for Local Reform. 

The President wiped beads of 
perspiration from his forehead and 
looked his old neighbors of this 
Republican County in the face as 
he also called for a complete re- 
organization of local government. 

“Some day «he people of the State 
of New York will do something 
about it,” he said, “but I tell you 
quite frankly that nothing will be 
done unless you make your repre- 
sentatives in town boards and 
county /boards and the State legis- 
lature do it or substitute other 
representatives for them.” |

FEDERAL CHARGE FILED 
IN KANSAS FORGERIES 


State Treasurer, Broker and 
Third Man Accused of Using 
Mails to Defraud.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 26.—The 
Federal charge of using the mails 


to defraud was filed tonight against 
State Treasurer Tom B. Boyd, Ron- 
ald Finney, 34-year-old bond brok- 
er and Leland Caldwell, Finney’s 
former employe, in connection with 
the Kansas Municipal bond forg- 
ery scandal. 

The defendants pleaded not guil- 
ty at arraignment and were com- 
mitted to jail in default of bond. 
Bond for Boyd and Finney was 
fixed at $50,000 each, and Cald- 
well’s at $35,000. . 

Preliminary hearing for all three 
was set for Sept. 22. 

Arthur S. Jackson of Chicago and 
R. B. Allen of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Kansas City, were 
named as material witnesses. 

Boyd previously had been arrest-. 
ed on a State charge of embezzle- 
ment and conversion of $150,000 to 
his arid Finney’s use. After his first 
arrest arid release on $25,000 bond, 
the State Treasurer, whose office 
has been placed in the hands of 
National Guardsmen by Gov. Alf 
M. Landon, refused to accede to 
the Goyernor’s demand for his res- 
ignation. 

Finney and Caldwell were re- 
moved from jail where they have 
been held on State charges of forg- 
ing and selling $30,000 of munici- 
pal bonds and taken before a Unit- 
ed States Commissioner for arraign- 
ment. 

The complaint, signed by Assist- 
ant United States District Attor- 
ney, Dan Cowie, charges the men 
“devised a eme to defraud” the 
State of ; Jackson Brothers, 
Boesel & Co., a Chicago brogerage 
firm, and others, “and for the 
purpose of obtaining $286,000 from 
the said Jackson Brothers, Boesel 
& Co.” 

The men were alleged to have 
caused to be delivered at Topeka, 
through the mails, a registered en- 
velope, addresed to Finney, contain- 
ing $10,000 in forged municipal 
bonds. 


ROOSEVELT NOT SURE HE CAN. 
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GANGSTER ARRESTED WHEN 
PLAYING IN GOLF TOURNAMENT 


“Machine Gun Jack” McGurn 
Seized at Eighth Hole on 
Vagrancy Charge.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26. — “Machine 
Gun Jack” McGurn played a first 
rate game of golf in the Western 
open championships today—that is, 
until he was arrested on the eighth 
hole of the Olympia Fields course. 

Deputy Sheriff Frank McGillen, 
armed with a vagrancy warrant, al- 
lowed him to finish out the round, 
but he turned dub and took 88 
strokes to complete it. His wife, 
known as McGurn’s “blonde alibi’ 
when she was Miss Louise Rolfe, 
looked on sorrowfully. . 

McGurn was one under par when 
the Deputy Sheriff arrived. His 
score in yesterday’s round was 83. 

“IT suppose it’s a crime to play 
golf,” McGurn shouted angrily 
when placed under arrest. “They 
won't let an honest man alone.” 
Said by police to be a former ma- 
chine gunner for Al Capone, Mc- 
Gurn entered the tournament §n- 
der his real name, Vincent Gebaggi. 

Although described as a “fair 
amateur golfer,” McGurn had little 
chance of qualifying for the final

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 26.—Texas, 
long a staunch rib in the dry “solid 
south,” appeared definitely late to- 
night to have lined up as the 
twenty-third state to approve repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment. 

Of a total of 360,752 votes counted 
from today’s referendum, 222,718 
favored ratification of the 2ist 
amendment, which would repeal the 
eighteenth, and 138,034 were op- 
posed. 

At the same time the Texas elec- 
tion bureau reported 224,448 votes 
to legalize beer through an amend- 
ment to the state constitution, with 
128,323 against. 

The count represented the vote 
of 222 of the state’s 254 counties, 
with 23 complete. 

First returns, from urban cen- 
ters, in some cases showed a@& ma- 
jority of as much as 12 to 1 for 
repeal, As the count became more 
representative of all districts in the 
State, the lead fell to 3 to 1, held 
there several hours, then dropped 
still lower. 

Big Cities for Repeal. 
The big cities and the counties in 
which they are situated, went heav~ 
ily for repeal. 

Harris County (Houston), biggest 
in the State, turned in 23,183 for re- 
peal to 6008 against.

PRESIDENT TO MAKE 
DECISION TODAY 


Employers Want to Stipu-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — Dis- 
puted sections in the code of fair 
practice submitted for the automo- 
bile industry were laid before Pres- 
ident Roosevelt tonight for settle- 
ment, and he will make an an- 
nouncemient from his home at Hyde 
Park tomorrow concerning their 
acceptance or rejection, it was stat- 
ed at headquarters of the National 


Recovery Administration. The 
statement was made by Chief Coun- 
sel Donald R. Richberg in behalf 
of Administrator:-Hugh Johnson. 

The principal controversy is over 
a section, which, as originally sub- 
mitted by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, would have 
given NRA sanction to the open 
shop policy. It has been much 
amended since, but still is unsatis- 
factory to the labor advisers of 
NRA, although Johnson and Rich- 
berg are understood to regard it as 
wholly innocuous. 

The Disputed Section. 

After reciting Section 7A of the 
National Recovery Act, guarantee- 
ing the right of employes to bar- 
gain collectively through represen- 
tatives of their own choosing, free 
of interference, the proposed auto- 
mobile code contains the following 
section: 

“Nothing contained in this code 
shall affect the right of employers 
to select, retain and advance em- 
ployes on the basis of individual 
merit, without regard to affiliation 
with any organization.” 

Members of the Labor Advisory 
Board contend that this section 
either; qualifies Section 7A of the 
law, and hence. is illegal; or that 
it means nothing at all, and has no 
business tin the code. From the 
standpoint of the automobile man- 
ufacturers its chief advantage is 
that it would give them greater 
freedom of action in persuading 
their employes not to join labor 
unions. 

Advisory Board’s Statement. 

After a day of earnest confer 
ences, is which Dr. Leo Wolman, 
chairman of the Labor Advisory 
Board, and William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, participated conspicuous- 
ly, the Labor Advisory Board trans- 
mitted to Johnson the following 
official statement: 

“The Labor Advisory Board gives 
its approval to the code of fair 
practice for the automobile indus- 
try, with the understanding that no 
section or sentence contained there- 
in modifies, qualifies or changes 
Section 7A of the National Recov- 
ery Act, and, furthermore, that the 
sentence in the code following Sec- 
tion 7A does not establish a prece- 
dent in the preparation or accépt- 
ance of any other code.”

cash. ‘None of the interests has 
been identified with Missouri State 
Life or its management. If our 
proposal is approved, it is anticipat- 
ed that the directors will be to a 
large extent composed of persons 
who will be truly representative of 
the territory in which the company 
operates.” 

Other Officials Oppose. 
O’Malley said yesterday he had 
approved the proposal of the New 
York group, but it was learned in- 
surance commissioners from other 
states opposed it as not being in 
the best interests of the policy 
holders. Commissioners from 13 
other states met here Friday and 
Saturday to consider a report of 
the company’s condition made by 
examiners for the Insurance Com- 
missioners Convention. 

A dinner was given for the visit- 
ing commissioners by O’Malley 
Friday night at Hotel Statler, but 
because’ of opposition to the plan 
sponsored by O'Malley, only a few 
attended. At that meeting the pro- 
posal of the New York group, em- 
bodied in a 50-page contract, was 
read, as copies were not available 
for the individual commissioners. 
The course of action was left to 
O’Malley and late that night he an- 
nounced his intention to apply for 
receivership for the company. 

Under State law the Insurance 
Commissioner is required to ad- 
vertise for two weeks for bids for 
reinsurance of the risks of a com- 
pany in dissolution or — receiver- 
ship. It was learned that under 
this provision other offers prob- 
ably will be submitted in addition 
to the one made by the Head 
group. The Missouri Insurance 
Commissioner has the sole author- 
ity, with Court approval, to ac- 
cept a re-insurance proposal, but 
the Commissioners of other states 
have authority to bar such re 
insuring company from doing busi- 
ness in their respective states. 

Operates in 38 States. 

The Missouri State Life is one 
of the country’s largest stock in- 
surance companies. It operates in 
88 states and its assets are car- 
ried at book value of $155,000,000. 
A few years ago it took over the 
International Life Insurance Co., 
and re-insured its policies. 

St. Louis men financially inter- 
ested in the company aided in the 
deal by which the Barnes-Cohen 
group bought control of Missouri 
State Life. Julius H. Barnes of 
New York, former president of the 
United States Grain Corporation 
and of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, was at the 
head of this group. They bor-

ville, which in turn owned 29.5 
per cent of the stock of the Mis- 
souri State. This stock added to

Directors Resigned. 

Because of the company’s action 
in taking over this $800,000 loan, 
which was made by the banks late 
last year and assumed by the com- 
pany in January, Melvin L. Em- 
erich of Chicago, Federal Judge 
Charles I. Dawson, of Louisville, 
and Stephen Paul, of New York, re- 
signed as directors. 

The company, it was learned last 
night, had paid about $350,000 re- 
cently on its $500,000 note to the 
First National Bank. Nardin said 
payments on the note, were 
made in the c-derly course of busi- 
ness after demand by the bank. 

“The note was a renewal as of 
July 1, payable on demand or if 
no demand then in six months,” 
he said. “The bank asked us for 
payment about 10 days ago and we 
made several payments totaling 
about $350,000.” 

Sharp depreciation has taken 
place in other assets of Missouri 
State Life, such as office buildings 
and farm lan An investment of 
$6,000,000 in purchase of the Syndi- 
cate Trust Building in St. Louis has 
been written down to $2,800,000. 

The Missouri Hotel was pur- 
chased for $1,150,000 and is now 
carried at a value of $750,000; the 
company’s own office building at 
Fifteenth and Locust streets has 
been written down from $1,050,000 
to $950,000; the Medical Arts Build- 
ing in Memphis, Tenn., in which 
$830,000 was invésted, has been 
written down to $400,000. Two 
leaseholds in Chicago, one acquired 
at cost of $800,000 and one at $400, 
000 in the International Life deal, 
have been depreciated 50 per dent.

' “To the Publisher: Many re 
requests from newspapers in all 
‘parts of the country have reach- 
ed our Public Relations Depart- 
ment for a brief, simple outline 
of the scope and purposes of the. 
President’s emergency ré-employ- 
ment campaign. In order to com- 
ply with these requests, we have 
prepared this statement and be- 
lieve its widespfead publication 
will be of great assistance in the 
Blue Eagle drive. 
HUGH 8. JOHNSON, 

National Recovery Administrator. 

The statement follows: 

The President’s emergency re-em- 
ployment campaign is one of the 
activities which has been devised in 
order to give effect to the national 
industrial .recovery act passed by 
the last Congress. It is supplemen- 
tary to the plan of code adoption 
by various industrial and trade 
groups which has for its purpose 
the elimintion of unfair competi- 
tion, the, establishment of : more 
equable tfewards for labor, the 
‘spréad of employment and the con- 
trol of production. This plan for 
speeding business recovery.is rap- 
idly being made efféective, and the 
Blue Bagle campaign does. not 
mean that there will be the slight- 
ést let-up in the drive to make gen- 
eral the adoption of codes by indus- 
tries and trade groups. 


“Intended to Bridge Time.” 

The President’s emergency re- 
employment plan is intended to 
bridge time and to bring the na- 
tion out of the depression more 
rapidly than if the code adoption 
plan were depended upon exclu- 
sively. The President’s agreement 
also covers many business groups 
that would not be amenable to any 
of the code arrangements. 

Beginning tomorrow an intensive 
drive will be carried on throughout 
the country to speed up the Blue 
Eagle campaign and make its bene- 
fits immediately effective. Some 
1,500,000 ‘volunteer workers are 
making a block-to-block canvas in 
an effort to get every employer in 
America under the Blue Hagle and 
a consumer's insignia in every 
home. 

The President’s emergency re-em- 
ployment campaign may be de- 
scribed briefly as a plan to add 
from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 persons to 
the nation’s payrolls immediately 
through agreements made with the 
President of the United States by 
some 5,000,000 concerns or individ- 
uals, employing two or more per- 
sons each. 

In order that this number of 
jobs may be made available,.it will 
be necessary, of course ,ffor employ- 
ers in many cases to shorten work- 
ing hours. The plan also provides 
for certain minimum wage scales 
which also in many cases will mean 
added labor costs for the employer. 

The President’s agreement, how- 
ever, includes a pledge of co-opera- 
tion from the public, and it is thus 
anticipated that the employer, 
while undertaking a larger expense 
as the direct result of his agree- 


ment with the President, will gain 
added pa as the just reward 
of his public spirited attitude. 


| ° The fact also is to be borne in 


mind that where all employers act 


together to put people back on} 


their payrolis or to raise wgges, no 
employer, as the President himself. 
has pointed out, “will suffer be- 
cause the relative level of competi- 
tive cost will advance by the same 
amount for all.” . ; 

And. what is. still more import- 
ant, perhaps, the President’s emer- 
gency re-employment campaign 
carries certain psychological values 
that are as priceless as patriotism 
itself at this juncture of our eco- 
nomic history. The President him- 


self made this quite clear in his re- 


cent radio address to the nation 
when he said: 

“On the basis of this simple prin- 
ciple of everybody doing things to- 
gether, we are starting out on this 
nationwide attack on unemploy- 
ment. It will succeed if our people 
understand it—in the big industries, 
in the little shops, in the great 
cities and in the small villages. 
Theré is nothing complicated about 
it, and there is nothing particularly 
new in the principle. -It goes back 
to the basic idea of society, and of 
the nation itself, that people acting 
in a greup can accomplish things 
which no individual acting alone 
could ever hope to bring about.” 

Local Organizations. 

Local committees are made up 
of the active heads of the leading 
business and civic organizations, 
and includes also the mayor. 
These committees in the thousands 
of cities and towns throughout the 
country were formed following 
telegrams and letters sent by 
National Recovery Administrator 
Johnson to the presidents of Cham- 
bers of Commerce or similar trade 
bodies in every. section of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The NRA emblem, known popu- 
larly as the Blue Eagle, is one of 
the most interesting and vital fea- 
tures of the campaign. All em- 
ployers who sign the President’s 
agreement are entitled to display 
the Blue Eagle with the initials 
NRA, and the words “We Do Our 
Part.” Merchants, manufacturers 
and all others who have the right 
te display the insignia by reason 
of their having complied with the 
President’s agreement, are permit- 
ted to hang it on their walls, or 
in their windows, or on trucks and 
cars, and, if they so desire, to 
stamp it on their products or mer- 
chandise. It is, in fact, the desire 
of the recovery administration that 
all make liberal use of this badge 
of patriotism. 


Pledge for Consumers. 

Any person in the United States 
who wishes to co-operate in the 
President’s Emergency Re-Employ- 
ment Campaign and be considered 
as a member of the NRA may go 
to the authorized establishment in 
his locality and sign a statement 
of co-operation as follows:

Twenty-Six Thousand Persons in Audience as 
6500 Take Part in Program at Public 
school: Stadium. 


Robin Hood built himself an 
imaginary forest in the bowl of the 
Public Schools Stadium, surrounded 


himself with his loyal men and his 
enemies, then fought and loved 
before 26,000 persons as the Public 
School Playgrounds held their sixth 
annual festival yesterday. 

The festival marked the climax 
of the summer season for the chil- 
dren on the 46 playgrounds main- 
tained by the Board of Education.

Illinois Doctors Arrive. 
Director Frank Jirka of the Illi- 
nois State Health Department, with 
a staff of State and university ex- 
perts, is in St. Louis today to study 
the outbreak, devise methods to 
guard against its spread east of 
the Mississippi, and co-operate with 
authorities already at work here. 
Dr Jirka said only one Illinois 
community, west of Springfield, had 
reported cases resembling those in 
St. Louis, and he saw no reason for 
alarm on the adjacent East Side, 
where no definitely diagnosed cases 
have been reported. His superin- 
tendents of districts near St. Louis 
already are sitting in with the 
Metropolitan Health Council. He 
complimented local health authori- 
ties on the measures taken, and the 
people of St. Louis and the county 
on their sane attitude. 
Health officers, Government and

cians have declared against a delay 
in the opening of schools Sept. 5.

Differences of this disease from 
“encephalitis lethargica,” the  epi- 
demic form not unusual in this 
country since the war, were pointed 
out by a famous St. Louis physi- 
cian consulted by the central re- 
search staff as matter for special 
study. They were further devel- 
oped in a pathological report by a 
member of the staff showing differ- 
ences in both gross and microscopic 
effects on the brain. 

Nowhere else in the world except 
Japan had an epidemic closely re- 
sembling this been seen, reported 
Assistant Health Commissioner Zen- 
tay, secretary of the council. There, 
he said, occurred a “perfect mirror 
picture” of the St. Louis epidemic. 
He briefed a report by two Jap- 
anese physicians, published in a 
German medical work. The disease 
there, he pointed out, was classified 
as encephalitis “B,” as distinguished 
from encephdlitis “A,” or “lethar- 
gica.” 

Eleven epidemics had occurred 
in Japan between 1871 and 1924, 
of which, he said, the last was the 
most clearly shown to resemble the 
St. Louis outbreak. It ran, how- 
ever, to 6949 cases and 4169 deaths, 
breaking out without apparent con- 
nection in many widely separated 
localities “as though rained from 
heaven,” in numbers and death rate 
far in excess of the St. Louis fig- 
ures. 

As here, he related, the 1924 out- 
break followed a decline in tem- 
perature in August, after an un- 
usually hot, dry summer. It

Text of President’s Address - 


To Dutchess County Neighbors 


POUGHKEHPSIE, N.Y. Aug. 
26—Following is the tezt of the 
address delivered by President 
Roosevelt here today: ; 

Dr. MacCracken, 
friends and all my 
of old Dutchess: 

I am glad that Dr. MacCrack- 
en referred to introducing 


my old 
neighbors 


Dutchess County to the United 
States. I think it is a very 
fine idea, but as a matter of 
fact, ‘one “ofthe things ~ way 
back in the old days when I: 
ran at another time on the 
national ticket in 1920, and be- 
gan to know the United States 
—one of the amusing things to 
me was that there was hardly 
a State west of Ohio, clear on 
out to the Pacific, where I did 
not meet somebody in the 
crowd, or at the luncheon or 
at the banquet, that -did not 
come up to me and say, “my 
family came from Dutchess 
County in the old days.” 


utchess County has spread all 
over the United States, and thé 
influence of the fine old stock 
that we have raised here is be- 
ing felt in our American citizen- 
ship in every part of the coun- 
try. 

I want to go back for a min- 
ute to the old days before I got 
to know the United States. It 
is, I think, just 23 years ago 
that I chanced to be in Pough- 
keepsie on a Saturday morning 
in August—a very hot Saturday 
morning. In front-of the court- 
house i ran across a group of 
friefids of mine. As I remem- 
ber, they were Judge Morsthau- 
ser, George Spratt, John Mack 
and Judge Arnold. I had only 
intended ’to stay in town for a 
few minutes to do some er- 
rands, but they kidnaped me— 
one of the first cases of delib- 
erate kidnaping on record—and 
ook me out to.the policemen’s 
picnic in Fairview. 


On that joyous occasion of 
clams and sauerkraut and real 
beer on that great occasion, I 
made my first speech, and I 
have been apologizing for it 
ever since. And also on that 
same occasion I started to make 
the acquaintance of that part 
of Dutchess County that lies 
outside of the town of \Hyde 
Park, and I continued to make 
that acquaaintance all through 
the campaign that time, because 
in August I hadn’t the foggiest 
idea that I was going to run 
for the State Senate and it was 
only because another band of 
kidnapers kidnaped me that I 
got into public life at all. For 
I had to talk, and was given 
the opportunity of making the 
acquaintance of a county. And 
today, as I drive along a beau- 
tiful, concrete highway, or one 
of the new county roads, I see 
in my mind’s eye that same road 
as it existed in the autumn of 
1910, as I proceeded over it at 
the dangerous pace of about 
22 miles an hour in Mr. Haw- 
key’s old red Maxwell, without 
any front windshield, without 
any top—an old Maxwell that 
when we met a horse or a team 
—and that was about every half 
mile or so—we had to stop— 
not only stop, but stop the 
engine. 

Co-operation From Neighors. 

All through all those succeed- 
ing years the friendships that 
we began at that time have 
deepened, and, as you know, 
in spite of the absences’ in 
Washington and Albany, I came 
back to the county on every 
possible occasion, with a true 
feeling that it was home, and 
that I am once more among my 
neighbors. I get the local pa- 
pers down in Washington and 
judging by them, I can say

In former days, in this State 
and other places, we have seen 
something of the same per- 
formance in the fields of local 
-Sovernment...Here and. there, 
in spots that are altogether too 
Tare, there is a town or a city 
or a county or even a State that 
has through its own interest— 
the interest of its own citizen- 
ship—become conscious of the 
fact that, under the old order, 
the social or the economie or 
the political life of the com- 
munity was drifting down hill 
through lack of action or be- 
cause of adhering to old rules 


fit conditions of a by-gone age. 
In such individual cases 
aroused citizeris have chosen 
new servants or have changed 
the form of conducting their 
loca] affairs to the advantage 
of the community: without de- 
stroying the principles of self- 
government, that are inherent 
in our American civilization. 
You and I know that in a 
sense this arousing of people’s 
interest is what has occurred 
throughout the country in this 
year 1933, and has made itself 
felt in the national capital. I 
think it is the first time in our 
history -that the nation as a 
whole, regardless of party has 
approved drastic changes in 
the methods and forms of the 
functions of government with- 
out destroying the basic prin- 
ciples. ° 
Extending of Old Principle. 


Perhaps I can best illustrate 
the change that I am talking 
about by putting it this way— 
that we have been extending to 
our national life the old princi- 
ple of the local community, the 
principle that no individual 
man, woman or child, has a 
right to do things that hurt 
their neighbors. 
Neighbors’ Day I think we can 
properly emphasize that word. 
Many centuries ago, as you 
know, it was the principle of 
the old English common law— 
nearly one thousand years ago 
—and its development has been 
constant and consistent, to be 
fair to one’s neighbors and not 
do things that hurt them. In 
the old days, when there were 
only agricul*--~al communities, 
it was unfair, for example, to 
our neighbors to allow our cat- 
tle to roam on our neighbors’ 
land. We were told we had to 
fence our cattle in. And then 
when we got into great cities it 
became unfair to maintain, let 
us say, maintain a pigsty on 
Main and Market streets. As 
this principle was extended it 
became unfair to our neighbors 
if we—any individual or asso- 
ciation of individuals — sought 
to make unfair profits. from 
monopolies in things that 
everybody had to use, such as 
gas, as electric lights and rail- 
road tickets and freight rates 
and things of that kind. 


Still later on, it became. uni- 
formly accepted throughout the 
country, almost, that it was 
not fair to our neighbors to let 
anybody hire their children, 
when they were little bits of 
things, when they ought to be 
at school. And especially that 
it was unfair to hire them at 
pitiful wages and with long 
hours of work. 

Many years ago we went even 
farther in saying that the Gov- 
ernment—State Government or 
National Government — would 
have the, right to impose in- 
creasing taxes on 
profits because of a simple 
principle that very large prof- 
its were, of course, made at 
the expense of neighbors and, 
therefore, should, at least, to 
some extent, be used through 
taxes for the benefit of the 
neighbors. 

Now the extension of the idea 
of not hurting our neighbors is 
recognized today as no in- 
fringement on the guarantee of 
personal liberty—personal liber- 
ty to the individual. For ex- 
ample, it is no more a restric- 
tion to tell a man that he must 
pay adequate wages than it is 
to tell that man that he must 
not hire child labor, or that he 
must not maintain a nuisance 
against his neighbors. 

I think it is within this un- 

derstanding of the deeper pur- 
‘poses. of things today that the 
National Recovery Act we have 
heard so much about, is pro- 
ceeding and that that act is being 
‘ yacceptéd by the people of the 
country with the understanding 
of what it is all about.

Against Special Privilege. 
We are engaged today, as you 
know—not just the Government 
in Washington, but groups of 
citizens everywhere—in review- 
ing awd kinds of -human rela- 
tionships and in these reviews 
we are asking an old question 
in a hew form. We are saying: 
“Is this practice, is this cus- 
tom, something which is being 
done at the expense of the 
many?” and the many are the 
neighbors. In a national sense 
the many, the neighbors, are 
the people of the United States 
as a whole. Nationally, we must 
think of them as a whole and 
not jast by sections or by 
states. We cannot give special 
consideration to the people of 
the North if, in so doing, it will 
not result in good to the people 
of the South or the West. We 
cannot give special privileges to 
those who farm one particular 
crop if the giving makes things 
more difficult for those who 
farm some other crop. We can- 
not single out one industry at 
the expense of others. The 
National vernment must, of 
course, think in national terms, 
but your responsibility, your in- 
terest in national Government 
ought not to stop there. The 
greater part of Government, as 
it affects your daily lives and 
mine, is your local Government. 
The opportunity in this field of 
local Government for improve- 
ment, for a betterment that will 
be felt in your lives, is just as 
great as it is in Washington. 
“Layers of Government.” 
When I was Governor of the 
State for four years I used to 
do a good deal of talking about 
local Government and just as 
long as I live, whether I am in 
Washington or Dutchess Coun- 
ty, I am afraid I cannot get 
over the habit. I used to tell 
people that we have in this 
State more than 13,000 local 
units of government. You were 
all interested but I did not no- 
tice that you did anything 
about it. (Laughter, applause.) 
I used to tell when I was 
Governor about the fact. that 
there were over 950 highway 
departments in the State of 
New York. You were interest- 
ed but I did not notice that you 
did much about it. I talked to 
you: about the six or eight lay- 
ers of Government that you 
lived under, Federal, State, 
county and town, electric light 
district and fire department dis- 
trict, etc., even sidewalk dis- 
trict and I don’t know how 
many other kinds of djstricts— 
and you were paying taxes in 
all of them. You know that 
and so.do I. But we haven't. 
done much yet along that line.. 
-We haven’t done much to re- 
organize in our local government 
.—what you and I know to be 
an outworm system built up in 
the days of the oxcart and un- 
changed in the days of the au- 
tomobile. . 
Improving Local Government, 
Some day—because I have al- 
ways been an optimist, I be- 
lieve it will occur during our 
' jifetime—some day the ple 
of the State of New York and 
the County of Dutchess will do 
something about it. But 
tell you that nothing will be 
done about it unless you make 


theme of good neighbors. If 
we have in our Government 
things that do not work out 
well for the neighbors, things 
that rebound to the credit of 
just a few people who run the 
Government and rebound to the 
harm of the voters, who do not 
run the overnment except by 
going to the polls on election 
day, the only improvement that 
we can make must be an im- 
provement that can help the 
neighbors. It all ties in to- 
gether and I believe that the 
people of this country have 
been taking more interest in 
the problems of their own gov- 
ernment, because it is theirs, 
than ever before in history. 
More men and more women 
are taking an individual, a per- 
sonal interest in all the prob- 
lems—the gocial relations, and 
economic questions and politi- 
cal problems—than ever before 
in the history of the nation, 
and I hope that that interest 
will be extended to the prob- 
lems of the lecal government 
as well. 

A Word to the Neighbors. 

It seems to me very fitting 
that I should emphasize to you, 
my neighbors, neighbors of my 
own home county, this thought, 
that what is good for my neigh- 
bors is good for me, too. 

It is very delightful to be 
able to establish the summer 
White House in one’s own 
home, without having to go to 
a strange house. It .is very 
delightful to have that home 
within easy striking distance of 
Washington. It is very delight- 
ful to be able to come there 
any time that the administra- 
tion and the Congress allow me 
to, and find my mother hold- 
ing the fort. It is not only 
very delightful, and a great re- 
laxation to come to a party like 
this, but it does, frankly help 
to resfore one’s sense of pers- 
pective, and when people get 
near-sighted by being too close 
to the Government job, day in 
and day out, their efficiency 
and value as public servants be- 
gin to falter. 


Dubious of NRA Badge.

into my coat. The only diffi- 
culty about my wearing it is 
that it is not quite honest. Be- 
cause the good people that work

the Courier Building, I am 
afraid that I cannot allow them 
to work by any NRA code. 

Our day is just as long—our 
working day as long as it has 
te be. Sometimes it starts 
pretty early in the morning 
and very often it goes right 
straight through until the small 
hours of the next morning. 
That is one exception to the 
NRA that I have to approve. 

Outside of that there is a 
unity in this country which I 
have not seen and you have 
not seen since April, 1917, by 
which the American people are 
getting together behind the 
spirit of the NRA. In every 
community, in every State, they 
are going to live by this prin- 
ciple, and through its operation 
and through the operation of 
other - great agencies of the 
Government which we have 
started we are going to bring 
this country back to better 
times. 

So, my friends, with my fam- 
ily, I am grateful to have this 
opportunity of seeing you—all 
my neighbors. Bless'you all.

Code Proposes No Sales at 
More Than 21 Pct.,Dis- 
count From Retail Figure 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A plan 
to guarantee sales at or near fac- 
tory-fixed prices was presented to 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion today by the nation’s druggists 
at the conclusion of their hearing 
on a code of fair competition. 

The plan, embodied in the tenta- 
tive code, provides that no retailer 
of drugs or socmetics could sell 
such goods at a discount of more 
than 21 per cent of the retail price 
set on them by: their manufacturer. 
For instance, if an article was 
marked $1 by the manufacturer, it 
could not be sold at retail for less 
than 79 cents. 

The proposal was aimed at cut- 
throat price-cutting not only as 
practiced by some drug stores, but 
by others which sell what the drug- 
gists defined as “their goods.” 
Thus, virtually all goods having to 
do with health would be sold under 
this price agreement, as would face 
powders, tooth paste, perfumes and 
some foods, many of which are sold 
in department stores, beauty shops, 
stationers’ shops and s0 on. 

Calis It “Revolutionary.” 

While promising nothing about 
the adoption of the proposal, Depu- 
ty Administrator A.D. Whiteside 

: “I find your proposal very, 
very interesting. You are tracking 
over new, ground. Your proposals 
to tee the resale price by 
contracts between retailers and 


ing point in American trade. Very 
shortly our experts will go through 
this code, and while I cannot pre- 
dict what action can be taken on 
so revolutionary a proposal, I am 
sure it will receive the fullest con- 
sideration.” 

John A. Goode, Asheville, N. C.,

General Code In the Making. 

Meanwhile NRA officials were

A general code would not pre- 
clude the adoption: of the drug- 
gist’s resale price provision, but 
could even make it apply to all re- 
tail business. Other exceptions 
suitable to the various trades also 
might be included in a general 
code. 

The general retail code, not in- 
cluding the drug trade, provides 
that no merchant may sell goods 
for less the net invoice or current 
market price plus ten per cent. The 
druggists’. price provision applies 
only to trade-marked items on 
which the manufacturer sets a 
price by contract with the dealer.

Vote Is Taken by 2000 


Workers. After Employers 
‘Refuse to Confer on 
Union Demands. 


Two thousand members of the 


millinery division of the Cloth Hat, | 


Cap & Millinery Workers’ Union 
voted to strike tomorrow morning 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon 
at Carpenters’ Hall, Grand boule- 
vard and Easton avenue. 

About 3200 garment workers also 
are on strike in St. Louis. 

The millinery workers’ strike was 
voted after Max Zaritsky of New 
York, international president of the 
union, told members that employers 
had refused to confer with: him on 


ditions and increase wages. He said 
about 40 millinery manufacturing 
establishments would be affected 
by the strike. 

A resolution was adopted pledg- 


ing members to “stand by the/| 


President of the United States in 
his efforts to secure human rights 
and an American standard of living 
for every worker.” 

The resolution charged that some 
millinery manufacturers. violated 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion code under which they had 
agreed to operate, by attempting 
to force them to join a company 
union, resorting to threats and in- 
timidation to keep them from join- 
ing their own organization, and re- 
fusing to comply with the collective 
bargaining and minimum wage pro- 
visions. 

Charge Wage Violations. 

Workers said the minimum wage 
provisions were violated in some 
instances by working employes on 
piece work a few hours less than 
the maximum 40-hour week and 
paying them as “part time” work- 
ers, thus evading the $12 weekly 
minimum. In some such cases, they 
said, the employe made as little as 
$4 a week. 

In some instances, it was said, 
employes received the full $12 week- 
ly minimum, even though _ their 
work at the piece work scale did 
not entitle them to that sum, but 
on subsequent weeks, when their 
earnings were more than $12, their 
checks were reduced by the amount 
which had been required to make 
up the $12. It was pointed out that 
earnings were lowered in some 
weeks due to no fault of the em- 
ploye as in cases where it was nec- 
essary to wait on material. 

Fo rexample: If an employe’s 
earnings last week amounted to $11 
at the piece work rate, and $15 this 
week, he would receive $12 for last 
week and $14 for this week. 

George Baer, local organizer of 
the union which has offices in the 
Fullerton Building, said virtually 
all millinery workers were mem- 
bers. 

The men’s harvest and straw hat 
division of the union will consider 
joining the strike at a meeting to 
be held at Hibernian Hall, 3619 Fin- 
ney avenue, at 8 o’clock Monday 
night.

Held in Nursing Home in 
Athens on Request of U. 
S.—Beat Similar Attempt

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 26.—Sam- 
uel Insull, under indictment in Chi- 


jcago in connection with the col- 


lapse of his utilities interests was 
detained today by order of the 
Greek government at the request 
of the United States pending a sec- 
ond effort to extradite him. 

Insull has been at liberty in 
Greece since Dec. 27, 1932, when 


a court refused to extradite him. 

He was detained today in a nurs- 
ing home. 

Insull was taken first to the of- 
fice of the chief of police. His 
attorneys urged that he should not 
be put in jail because of the state 
of his health and his age. Ho is 
almost 74 years old. Physicians 
examined him and on their recom- 
mendation he was taken to the 
Logothetopoulos clinic. 

A difference of opinion arose be- 
tween Greek and American author- 
ities concerning the right of the 
Greck government to go into the 
substance of the charges against 
Insull before passing on the appli- 
cation for extradition. 

“The detention is preventive,” 
said a statement issued by Minister 
of Justice Taliadouros, “pending 
the arrival of documents to be fur- 
nished by the American Légation, 
on the basis of which a decision 
will be reached as to whether In- 
sull should be extradited or not.” 

Forest Harness, representative of 
the United States Attorney-General, 
said he doubted that the Greek Gov- 
ernment had the right to examine 
into the substance of the charges, 
which are set forth in an indict- 
ment, for mail fraud in the sale of 
stocks. Harness asserted that 
Greece was entitled only to judge 
the merits of the application for 
extradition. 

Greek authorities said that under 
the law the court was obliged.to go 
into the substance of the case and 
not only its merits. Under the ex- 
tradition treaty, Greece permits ex- 
tradition only if the crime is pun- 
ishable by Greek law. 

In his statement the Greek Min- 
ister of Justtce said: 

“The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
transmitted to us a communication 
from the American Legation request- 
ing, in accordance with the eleventh 
clause of the Greco-American ex- 
tradition treaty, the preventive de- 
tention of the American citizen, 
Samue! Insull, with the ultimate ob- 
ject of his extradition. 

“We have transmitted this com- 
munication to the public prosecutor 
in order that he may act according 
to Greek law. The president of the 
Court of Appeal, to whom the dos- 
sier was sent, signed an order for 
Mr. Insull’s detention which was 
duly carried out.” 

Insull is expected to add Deputy 
Pericles Rhalli to the legal counsel 
he already has retained.

Request to Be Relieved. 

Merchants of St. Francois County 
have prepared a petition to be sent 
to the St. Louis office of the De- 
partment of Commerce asking that 
they be relieved of their agreements 
to abide by the President’s re-em- 
ployment agreement. 

When they signed agreements, the 
petition states, it was with the be- 
lief that the St. Joseph Lead Co. 
and the Doe Run Lead Co. would 
resume full time’operation. How- 
ever, the companies have announced 
that they would increase operation 
from eight to only nine days a 
month. 

Since the merchants depend al- 
most solely on those employed at 
the mines for their business, they 
say they cannot increase expenses 
by shortening hours and increasing 
employment and wages until lead 
miners are paid a “living wage.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The

In making this announcement to- 
day, State Department officials 
denied rumors that President 
Roosevelt was planning economic 
intervention in Cuba. They said: 
Provisional President de Cespedes 
had not requested the services of 
American economic advisers, and 
that no commission of experts 
would be sent to Ciba. 

Caffery, who next month will 
succeed Ambassador Sumner 
Welles while the latter takes over 
the former’s duties as assistant 
secretary in charge of Latin Amer- 
ican affairs, conferred twice today 
with Dean Acheson, Acting’ Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. It has not 
been decided which of the Treas- 
ury’s staff of experts will go to 
Cuba. 

The plan to send a Treasury of- 
ficial rather than a corps of ad- 
visers was decided on to avoid the 
appearance of the economic inter- 
vention which Cuban officials have 
denied ever was requested. It was 
pointed out the practice of attach- 
ing a Treasury representative to 
embassy staffs is entirely in ac- 
cord with international practice. 

Coincident with today’s an- 
nouncement came official indica- 
tions that some means should be 
found to scale down Cuba’s foreign 
debt. More than half of the Re 
public’s funded indebtedness of 
about $147,000,000 is owed directly 
in the United States. 


Ex-President Menocal to Lead Con- 
servative Party.

HAVANA, Aug. 26.—Gen. Mario 
G. Menocal, President of Cuba from 
1912 to 1920 and outstanding oppo- 
nent of the recently overthrown 


Machado administration, today an- 
nounced his re-entry into the po- 
litical arena as leader of the Con- 
servative party in the forthcoming 
elections. It was generally believed 
he would again be a candidate for 
the presidency. The announcement 
was made after a visit to Provi- 
sional President Carlos Manuel de 
Cespedes, who wishes to retire after 
the present emergency is over. 

President de Cespedes today 
turned his attention to two prob- 
lems now causing acute concern— 
labor unrest and lawlessness. Sol- 
diers were told to refrain from 
joining civilians in popular fiestas 
or political manifestations.

United States Ambassador Welles 
told correspondents that “media- 
tion is attained.” This was taken 


‘to mean he was satisfied with the 


new government’s efforts to 
straighten out the political and 
economic affairs of the island. 

There was an increasing tendency 
toward organization of labor in all 
parts of Cuba.

Now a third military factor has en- 
tered into the picture, Gen (Happy Sparrow) 
Takashi Hishikari, grizzled veteran of the 
Japanese Supreme War Council, who has been 
designated by the Emperor to fill the deceased 
Marshal’s shoes. 

The new-born state of Manchukuo, as it ex- 
ists today, is an intensely realistic proposition. 
Despite the insistent declarations of Chuichi 
Ohashi, Japanese vice-minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs at Hsinking (and the hand which guides 
what Premier Cheng Hsiao-hsu and Chief Ex- 
ecutive Henry Pu-yi write) that the “paradise 
on earth to be’’ was Heaven-ordained, and 
even Yosuke Matsuoka’s intimation at Geneva 
last spring that Japan, like Jesus of Nazareth, 
may prove to have been misunderstood, there 
is little in the present history of Manchukuo 
that can be said to be divinely inspired. The 
handiwork is that of two extremely able men 
—Muto and Koiso. Muto, the slow-moving, 
inscrutable commander-in-chief of the Kwang- 
tung Army, and the dynamic, irresistible man 
of action, who was his chief-of-staff, Koiso. 


Direct Responsibility 
to Man-on-the-Spot. 


While it may be true that the broad lines 
of Japan’s Manchurian policy were formulated 
at Tokio, especially in so far as the Imperial 
Rescript was concerned, the direct responsi- 
bility—and credit—has always come to the 
man-on-the-spot. Under Japanese military 
procedure, the army in the field, and its com- 
mander, is supreme. Since that fateful night 
of Sept. 18, 1931, when 600 Japanese dough- 
boys defeated 10,000 of Chang Hsieh-liang’s 
troops at Mukden, it has been the military 
which has set the pace in Manchuria. Man- 
churian policy (or Japan’s Asiastic policy) 
has been formulated, from day to day, on 
the plains of Manchukuo. Tokio, the League, 
the American State Department, the Soviet 
Government, and even the Nanking generalis- 
simo, Chang Kai-shek, proved powerless to 
prevent the Japanese militarists from carry- 
ing- out their objectives. Once there was a 
fait accompli, outside forces were equally pow- 
erless to undo them. 

That situation remains unchanged today. 

But while super-human power has had lit- 
tle influence in developments during the last 
two years, Fate unquestionably has played an 
important role. On one occasion after another 
events have placed the desired opportunities 
directly in the hands of the Japanese general 
staff. And practically every opening, political 
or military, found Marshal Muto, and his able 
second, Gen. Koiso, ready to take full ad- 
vantage. 

With the death of Marshal Muto the first 
chapter of Manchukuo can perhaps be said to 
have been completed. The Japanese are def- 
initely established on the Asiatic mainland. 
Their control over China's five rforthern prov- 
inces has been consolidated. Military opposi- 
tion from China has practically ceased and 
pacification and economic reconstruction 
within Manchuria now hold the center of at- 
tention. International complications have 
been reduced to a minimum, largely because 
the other Powers, including the United 
States, Great Britain and Soviet Russia are 
impotent to change the situation. 

Tokio Officials Unable 

Likewise to Tokio Foreign Office, especially 
while under the direction of Baron Shidehara, 
was helpless to control the Army once it had 
got under way.

Japan wants nothing more than to be “‘left 
alone” to carry out her policies for pacifica- 
tion of Asia, according to Marshal Muto. Her 
ultimate aims are peaceful, and in securing 
the peace of the Pacific, she would welcome 
the co-operation of the United States, and if 
possible, of Soviet Russia.

His pa- 
tience and wisdom are being put 
to a severe test and the Farmers’ 
party must make a tremendous 
effort to fight Communism.

Are the city workers happier?

objection to the national recovery program of the 
Roosevelt administration and have, in effect, coun- 
seled the people against support of it. 

The first of these was Senator Hatfield of West 
Virginia, who has announced himself as a candidate 
for reelection next year. Speaking in public at 
Wilbur, in the State he represents, Senator Hatfield 
said: “All signs point out to us that the deadening 
weight of this dictatorial governmental bureaucracy 
is but a needless impediment to a natural process of 
recovery that became apparent before it was imposed. 
Remove these shackles and America can recover by 
means of its own buoyancy.” | | 
The second of the trio was Senator Schall of Min- 
nesota. In a formal statement released in Washing- 
ton, he described the recovery program as “weird and 
revolutionary” and characterized the blue eagle as 
differing from the Soviet eagle only in that the lat- 
ter has a “double head.” Said the blind Minnesotan: 
“Already the acceptance of the NRA program is one 
of subterfuge. There was no call to place the in- 
dustries of the country under a military regime, to 
enforce price codes not authorized by law. We need 
no Stalin, no Hitler, no Mussolini, no Machado, no 
Brigadier-General Johnson; we do not need a blue 
eagle banner—for the Stars and Stripes still wave.” 
Senator Dickinson of Iowa, who delivered the key- 
note speech at the Republican national convention 
last year, was the third objector. Employing such 
expressions as “ballyhoo,” “iron heel” and “big stick” 
in an address before the Midland Club of Chicago, he 
predicted a rapid rise of sentiment against the re- 
covery program. “Have we not,” he asked, “suffi- 
cient complications growing out of world conditions 
and domestic affairs so that the Government as an 
umpire in many economic disputes will be either 
politely ignored or driven from the field by a pop- 
bottle barrage of conflicting interests?” 
Now, the Post-Dispatch yields to no one in its be- 
lief in fair and forthright criticism, just as we yield 


‘Ito no one in our opposition to the employment of 


threats or violence in misguided attempts to bring 
about acceptance of the recovery program. Construc- 
tive criticism is the function of our elected repre- 
sentatives no less than it is the function of a free 
press. But, we submit, there is a great difference be- 
tween constructive criticism and remarks like those 
just quoted from these three members of the Senate. 
Constructive criticism of the recovery program is 
calculated to make the more certain its success. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Administrator Johnson and their aids 
and advisers have shown that they welcome such 
assistance. The President, in his last radio message, 
invited the comments of the people, their counsel and 
suggestion. To describe the recovery device as “a 
deadening weight of dictatorial bureaucracy” is 
something else. To say that “we need no Stalin, no 
Hitler, no Mussolini, no Machado, no Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Johnson” is to make a remark which can have 
only one end in view. That is to discredit the Gov- 
ernment’s war on the depression, a war in which the 
people’s co-operation is asked in their own interest. 

By every test of fairness, the NRA should be given 
a chance to work. It will be recalled that, after the 
off-year election of 1930, the Democrats captured con- 
trol of the House of Representatives and, with the 
Progressives, held a majority over the regular Re- 
publicans in the Senate. Yet a review of the record

It is only for the sake of the record that we take 
note of. these utterances by Senators Hatfield, Schall 
and Dickinson. There can be no doubt about the 
support of the American people in the recovery pro- 
gram. Their support is everywhere manifest. 
Politics is adjourned. Those who attempt to make 
it an issue now do something which is without pop- 
ular sanction. Public officials who play politics, 
whether for personal or partisan reasons, only invite 
repudiation at the hands of the people, a judgment 
certain to be delivered at the earliest opportunity. 
The recovery program, like the human misery it 
seeks to end, stands above partisanship. It is an 


appeal to patriotism, which knows no suck division. 


Some time ago we called attention to a plan to 
bring German professors, ostracised by Hitlerism, to 
this country as a means of enabling them to continue 
their contributions to the scholarship of the world. 
The idea then was little more than a hope, and the 
requisite funds were yet to be raised: 

Now, thanks to the persistent efforts of Dr. Alvin 
Johnson, director of the New School for Social Re- 
search, New York, who has just returned from 
abroad, it can be announced that this projected “uni- 
versity of exiles” will open Oct. 1, with a faculty 
of 14 professors who have lost their posts as a result 
of the Nazi rule. Classes will be held at the New 
School for Social Research, and the German scholars 
will comprise a part of the faculty in its Graduate 
School of Political and Social Sciences. 

The first three professors to sign contracts are 
Prof. Emil Lederer, formerly professor of economics

in the University of Berlin and an authority on 


Japan; Prof. Arthur Feiler, formerly professor of in- 
ternational economic relations in the University of 
Koenigsberg, and Prof. Herman Kantorowicz, former- 
ly professor of law in the universities of Kiel and 
Freiburg. The others will be announced soon. 

Thus it is that what is Germany’s self-inflicted 
loss in scholarship seems destined to be the United 
States’ gain. As Dr. Johnson, who ig one of the na- 
tion’s most forward-looking educators, has said, such 
an undertaking is not a charity. These Hitler-ousted 
scholars have won places of eminence for themselves 
in their various fields. Their presence in this coun- 
try and their contacts with advanced American stu- 
dents can only serve to broaden our own education. 

A people who subscribe to the principle of aca-. 
demic freedom, as the Americans do, can be counted 
on to make these distinguished visitors welcome and 
to fulfill the part of the host in assuring the success 
of this unique and highly promising enterprise. 


Disappointing as the Economic Conference at Lon- 
don was, there is a ray of promise in the agreement 
reached by one of its corollaries in the difficult field 
of wheat. 
Wheat is greatly over-produced. The use of ma- 
chinery in its production has become a sufficient 
means of over-production without the complication 
of intensive farming in such countries as France, 
Germany, Italy and Spain, all of which are now vir- 
tually producing their own wheat. 
Some of these countries, to which the United 
States, Canada, Australia, Russia and Argentina for- 
merly exported wheat, have advanced beyond three 
of the great wheat countries themselves in point of 
production. For instance, the wheat crop in France 
this year is estimated at 330,000,000 bushels, that of 
Italy at 315,000,000, Germany 186,000,000, and Spain 
184,000,000. Our own crop is estimated at 499,000,000 
bushels, Canada’s crop at 300,000,000, Argentina’s at 
220,000,000, and Australia’s at 174,000,000. Both the 
American and Canadian crops are short this year. 
We raised 787,393,000 bushels in 1931, Canada 431,- 
000,000 bushels. 
This is more wheat than the world consumes, and 
it has been realized for years that something must 
be done about it. There is only one thing that can 
be done about it—to limit production. This was 
the purpose of the London Wheat Conference. It has 
agreed to fix a price for wheat all over the world. 
The price agreed upon by 21 nations for the next 
four months is in our money 89 cents. The agree- 
ment limits exports to 560,000,000 bushels in 1933 
and 1934. The United States, Canada, Australia and 
Argentina agree to reduce production 15 per cent.

surpluses have produced opinion in all these countries 
favoring anything promising improvement. 

Wheat is far from being the only crop that must 
be restricted if agriculture is to be restored to its 
normal place in the international economy. Corn, 
cotton, coffee and sugar, are all in the same class. 
Fruits are fast joining them. Meats are not far 
distant. Tobacco is on its way. The effect of mod- 
ern transportation is immensely to increase produc- 
tion everywhere in agricultural products. Transport 
is becoming greater in volume, enormously more 
facile than it ever was. Cold storage is not merely 
applicable to ships; it is also preserving perishable 
crops by train. The fruits of California are just as 
available in New York as are the bananas and pine- 
apples of the tropics; the meats of Argentina just 
as available in London as are the grapefruit of 
Florida. 

We must learn to live in this modérn world, a 
world far removed from that in which most of us 
were born. We can do so only by such processes as 
that followed in the London Wheat Conference. The 
conference was compelled to face reality. Every 
anachronism in conflict with that reality had to be 
pitched overboard. The facts pervaded thé scene, un- 
compromising and unanswerable. Doubtless more 
than one delegate in such.a gathering was impelled 
by tradition to assert the contrafy, but he at last 
fell back in his seat and held his peace. The thing 
has to be done. It is not a matter in which the 
world has any choice, 

_ Wheat is important to the economy of the United 
States. Wheat growing is one of our great in- 
dustries. If that industry cannot prosper, then none 
of us can prosper. It cannot prosper with an eternal 
surplus hanging over it. We cannot dump that sur- 
plus into the sea, as Brazil has done with her coffee 
surplus. We cannot always sell a part of it to/China 
for relief to the starving. We cannot always turn 
part of it over to the Red Cross for relief in our 
own country.

ined during three years of research, 

both here and abroad, Laurence Stal- 
lings and Otto Kurth have chosen and ar- 
ranged in chronological order some 300 pic- 
tures of “the first world war” by way of 
telling the essential story thereof from a 
human point of view, unbiased by natienal- 
istic delusions and patriotic lying. 

The series of pictures covers considerably 
more than the four years in which the mad- 
ness of present world society took an acute 
and spectacular form. The first picture rep- 
resents a number of very important gentle- 
men in the act of weaving a net of woe for 
unborn millions at the Congress of Vienna, 
100 years before the gray flood poured into 
Belgium. 

There is also a picture of the 1899 peace 
conference at The Hague, intended to rep- 
resent, perhaps, the curious belief that by 
agreeing that an evil effect is abhorrent and 
should not occur, the cause thereof may be 
rendered inoperative. The suggested mean- 
ing of the picture is supported by a scene 
in which other important gentlemen, no 
doubt representing the business acumen of 
Europe, are agreeing upon “spheres of in- 
fluence”; that is to say, dumping grounds 
for’ the surplus product of toiling popula- 
tions that never had enough of anything in 
their lives save work and worry.

The background having been thus rapidly 
sketched, the Archduke is murdered, and 
a sufficient excuse is found for doing that 
which was inevitable anyway under the 
circumstances.

The rest of the story is familiar enough, 
but it is doubtful if the whole insane and 


0 UT of thousands of photographs exam- 
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end, in which European dictators of today 
are shown in the act of spell-binding vast 
and apparently enthusiastic audiences with 
intensely nationalistic utterances. Save in 
one nation, it is the same power speaking 
that hurled deluded peoples at each other 
19 years ago. 

One of the last exhibits in the book is a 
facsimile of a newspaper article in which 
the cost of the war is computed. Therein 
the “capitalized value of human life” de- 
stroyed in the conflict is set down at 67 
billion dollars! A society that can seriously 
evaluate human life in that way can have

THE MARTYR. By Liam O'Flaherty. (The

OST people who write books do #0 
simply because they want to be authors 
and hope to enjoy the emoluments of suc 
cessful authorship, They seek about for 
themes that promise well. Some people who 
write books do so because they want to 
communicate something they have expert 
enced with peculiar intensity. 
Liam O’Flaherty belongs to the latter clas 
of writers. It seems to have been his experi- 
ence in the Irish revolution that made him 
a writer, and any story he may tell, in- 
volving that experience, is very likely to be 
strikingly vivid and vital. “The Martyr,” 
his latest, in spite of its rather fantastic 
ending, reads less like fiction than like & 
faithful record of life lived under the pre 
sure of tragic necessity. The action is con- 
cerned chiefly with a relatively unimportant 
battle between the British and a smal! band 
of rebel Irishmen, for a town in County 
Kerry. It is not, however, the fighting that 
makes the story tense and compelling; but 
rather the four contrasting characters that 
are revealed in the crisis—two men and two 
women. 
Crosbie, head of the Irish Republican 
forces, is not at all the Irish fighting man.

| Calls on Country to Have Faith 
in Roosevelt — “To Turn 
Back Unthinkable.”

SEAL HARBOR, Me., Aug. 26.— 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. pleaded to- 
night for nationwide co-operation 
to assure success of the “great ad- 
venture in reconstruction, the Na- 
tional Recovery Act,” and declared 
that “to turn back is unthinkable.” 

He described as ont of the 
“enormously important” advantages 
accruing from success of the NRA 
the “prevention of unfair competi- 
tion based on exploitation of labor” 
and advocated the principle of col- 
lective bargaining in settling labor 
problems. 

Attainment of the goal of the 
NRA, which he characterized as 
fulfillment of two purposes, the re- 
turn to work of millions of men 
and the provision of wages that 
will restore normal buying power 
is worth reaching “at almost: any 
cost or sacrifice,” said the noted 
philanthropist. 

“President Roosevelt has pointed 
out on a number of occasions,” he 
said, “in connection with the vari- 
ous recovery measures he has 
brought forward during the past 
few months, that necessarily many 
features of these measures must be 
regarded as experimental and sub- 
ject to revision in the light of ex- 
perience. 

“Likewise as to the National Re- 
covery Act, both the President and 
Gen. Johnson have made it clear 
that the act is an experiment di- 
rected toward solution of a great 
problem and that it may need to 
be modified to make it workable.

Toward Building $456,000 
Sewer. 


Formal application for $107,810 in 
Federal aid for construction of a 
section of the downtown relief 
sewer system was made yesterday 
to Col. Hugh Miller, State Engineer 
for the Public. Works Administra- 
tion, by President Brown of the 
Board of Public Service. 

The application, signed by Mayor 
Dickmann, stated the total cost of 


the system would be $456,256, of 
which $221,830 would be expended 
for labor and $137,536 for material. 
The Federal Government can make 
an outright grant of one-third of 
the cost of labor and material. The 
application is for less than that 
amount because the city has bond 
issue funds available, it was ex- 
plained. 

The work would require a year, 
giving employment to a dail} aver- 
age of 145 men. Work might be 
commenced at once and could be 
continued through the winter. 

The rest of the funds required 
are available from the 1923 bond 
issue, of which $500,000 was allo- 
cated for relief sewers in the down- 
town section. The sewer would be 
built in the district bounded by 
Third, Sixth and Poplar streets and 
Lucas avenue. Another downtown 
system is under construction and a 
third cannot be started until addi- 
tional bonds are autho d. 

The application stated the down- 
town sewer system was 50 years 
old and inadequate in size and 
depth, and that it was impossible 
to make connections with it from 
some buildings.

AUGUST CONSTRUCTION AHEAD 
OF THAT DURING LAST MONTH 


30 Pct. Gain in 15-Day Periods—12 Pct. Loss 
as Compared With Figure for 
‘August, 1932. 


Contracts awarded in the 37 
Eastern states for construction of 
all descriptions during the period 
from Aug. 1 through Aug. 15 total- 


ed $56,243,600, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. This figure is 
larger by 30 per cent than the 
total for the first half of July, but 
was ahout 12 per cent smaller than 
in the corresponding half of Aw 
gust, 1932. Public works and utili- 
ties awards during the first half 
of August totaled $27,209,800 and 
compared with only $18,940,800 for 
‘the entire month of July. It is 
this class of construction that is 
looked to, now, to bolster the im- 
provement which ‘has recently been 
shown in ‘private construction; 
hence, the cutrent, increase affords 
considerable encouragement. 

Fresidential building awards dur- 
ing the first half of August totaled 
$10,876,100 as against $9,998,300 for 
the corresponding period of 1932; 
non-residential building awards 
from Aug. 1 through Aug. 15 total- 
ed $18,157,700 as contrasted with 
$23,624,900 for the corresponding 
1932 period. 

Contracts for construction 
awarded in the 37 Eastern states 
during July amounted to $82,693, 
100 as against $102,341,900 in June 
and $128,768,700 in July, 1932 Al- 
though declines were shown in 
total awards.when contrasted with 
| both the preceding month and July 
tof last year, -privately-financed 
work of all types and residential 
building, alone, showed good gains 
in July over a year ago; for pri- 
vately-financed work the increase 


over July, 1932, was about 45 per 
cent, while for residential buil@ing 
alone the gain was about 20 per 
cent. 

Residential bailding contracts 
awarded during July totaled $23,- 
630,400 as against $27,717,7@) in 
June and $19,740,900 in July, 1932. 
For the elapsed months of 1933 
residential contracts totaled $136,- 
788,600 as contrasted with $182,- 
488,800, for the cérresponding seven 
months of 1932. . 

Awards for residential building 
in July showed gains over a. year 
ago in the New England, Metro- 
politan New York, Upstate New 
York, Middle Atlantic, Pittsburgh, 
Southeastern, Chicago, Southern 
Michigan, St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Tex territories; declines 
were shown only in the Central 
Northwest and New Orleans dis- 
tricts. 

Non-residential building awards 
in July totaled $40,121,900 as against 
$50,186,400 in June and $48,982,- 
200 in July of last year. For the 
year to date non-residential awards 
totaled $224,515,500 as against $312,- 
014,000 for the corresponding seven 
months of 1932. | 

Contemplated construction of all 
descriptions reported during July 
totaled $447,678,300 as against 
$386,259,700 for June and $165,321,- 
200 for July, 1932. Gains in’ con- 
templated construction as. contrast- 
ed with a year ago were general

Walking up and down the 
field, calling signals, making substi- 
tutions, this man would really act 
as a field coach. 

Think of the type of man that 
would fill this position. Certainly 
not the behemoth nor the speed 
flash, for they would be needed in 
the actual play. Perhaps he would 
come from the mathematics or psy- 
chology classes. 

Limiting squads to a definite 
number of men in instances where 
larger universities play smaller 
schools has received some consider- 
ation from the press and from in- 
tercollegiate associations. 

If Yale played Drury College, for 
example, both teams could dress 
only 22 men, so that the man power 
of the larger school would not be in 
excess of the smaller. 

I doubt that this would make 
much difference in the score. The 
only remedy I can see is for the 
schools with a small enrollment to 
schedule schools in their own class. 

|The difficulty is that the small 
universities receive a better guar- 
antee when they oppose the major 
institutions and the defeat is as- 
suaged with money for new equip- 
ment and athletic supplies. 

The football rules committee in 

1933 left the game practically as it 
was in 1932. Rooters are not com- 
pelled to assimilate a dozen new 
rules and interpretations. 
I hope this committee will func- 
tion in the succeeding years as it 
did this winter—alert and watchful 
but unwilling to stampede at the 
first suggested change from a 
coach who is merely playing with 
some of his own ideas or has an 
ax to grind in the direction of an- 
other coach’s system.

Accordingly; all radio set, 
tube-and parts makers are ‘now 
supposed to operate under a 36- 
hour week, with 32 cents the mini- 
mum wage for all workers, if they 
want to display the Blue Eagle. 

The effect of this action, especial- 
ly in view of the bright business 
season that looms ahead for radio, 
will be to put perhaps 10,000 per- 
sons back to work in the radio 
plants, according to Bond Geddes,

sion. Cutting open an infant’s stom- 
ach to remove an object is a danger- 
ous operation, attended always by 4 
large element of risk. 

“? think I can remove that pin 
without opening up the stomach,” said 
Dr. J. Edwin Kirkpatrick, quietly. “It 
won't be necessary to cut into the in- 
testines, either. Let's get an X-ray 
picture of the layout. I’ve an idea.” 

He went into consultation with Dr.

“The knife will have to be used only 
on the walls of the abdomen,” Dr. 
Kirkpatrick decided. ‘The rest de-

pends on the agility of our fingers and 
our sense of feeling. It should take but 
a very few minutes. We'll place the 
child under an anesthetic on the op. 
erating table, just the same as an 
adult.

The most 
important thing is that the pin must 
not be disturbed from where it has 
lodged.

Harvey Scott’s Two-Month 
Ordeal and How He Recorded His 


Sufferings from Day to Day as 
He Struggled to Keep Himself Alive.

=. N THE far North- 

land where Harvey 

Scott lives a man 

must take care of 

himself or, if mis- 

hap befall him, per- 

ish alone, for Har.

need. So, when, in midwinter, his leg 

was broken, he cared for himself, ac- 

cording to the code of his kind, through 

two terrible months, lying on the floor 

because he could not climb to his bunk, 

dragging his shattered leg, in home- 
made splits, to fetch food’ and fuel. 

In the solitudes where Far-North 
trappers live alone, self-sufficient, un- 
mindful of the outside world, there is 
nevertheless a custom observed, when 
disaster comes, that acknowledges the 
right of living.men to know how one 
man died. When laid low by accident 
or stricken with sickness, it is the 
custom of the lonely trapper to keep 
a diary, so that if he is found dead 
the story of his last days will be 
known. So Harvey Scott, doubtful 
whether he would be alive when 
somebody would come at the breaking 
up of the long winter, kept a diary, a 
stark chronicle of his sufferings and 
his grim battle for life. 

When the battle had been won and 
his sufferings in a measure abated, 
and there were signs of coming spring, 
he closed the record, for the danger 
that he would be found dead had 
passed. Then, a week later, a man 
came to his door and when he saw 
and heard he must have marveled 
that a living man was there to wel- 
come him and not a dead man with 
only the diary to explain. 

When navigation opened the trap- 
per sent to his brother, Delbert Scott 
of Shiloh, Illinois, a letter, telling of 
the accident that had befallen him, 
disdaining to tell just how it hap- 
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A winter’s catch of furs. 


pened, for it had been a bit of care- 
lessness and he was ashamed to have 
been careless, but inclosing the diary, 
which tells how he took care of him- 
self when there was nobody else to 
take care of him. 


HE youth of Harvey Scott was 
spent in Kansas, but he felt 
cramped there and at 17 he went 
to Colorado and rode the range unt! 
the barbed wire came and then he 
vowed he would go where there was 
no barbed wire if he had to go to 
the North Pole to find such a place. 
to Montana and found 
barbed wire there, so in 1912 he 
loaded a camp outfit on an opén 
spring wagon, drawn by two horses, 
and headed in the general direction of 
the North Pole. His brother, Delbert, 
went part of the way with him, as far 
as Ringling, Montana, but Delbert was 
not entirely persuaded that the North 
Pole was better than barbed wire, and 
there he turned back. 
Harvey was not sure whether he 
was going to homestead or prospect 


or trap, but on the way he decided 
that trapping would take him far- 
ther from barbed wire than home- 
steading or prospecting, so he kept on 
toward the North Pole until he came 
to larsnip River, in northern British 
Columbia. There he made his camp 
and filed on a trapping claim and 
there he has lived ever since, trapping 
through the winters, bringing out his 
furs by pack train or dugout after the 
ice breaks up in the rivers, sending a 
letter once a year through the post- 
office at Prince George to his rela- 
tives, receiving a letter once a year 
fron them, content with his lot and 
forever thankful: to be clear out of the 
barbed-wire belt. 

Only once has he coiaé out to visit 
his married children and other rela- 
tives, in California and Kansas. That 
Was in 1925. Delbert was in Califor- 
nia then and met his trapper brother 
at San Francisco. There was no barbed 
wire in San Francisco, but there were 
automobiles and Harvey couldn't 
stand them. He did not stay long. He 
wanted to be back in the solitude 
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Winter on the Parsnip River—a view 
of Scott's cabin.

Harvey Scott had 
grown: taciturn and did 
not tell much about his 
life in the Far North 
during his stay. From 
his description of the 
Parsnip River country 
it was evident, however, 
that when he was at his 
camp at Beaver Lodge 
or out on his trap lines 
he was not only far 
from. barbed wire and 
automobiles, but far 
from the nearest trapper 
neighbors and, as it 
seemed to Delbert, far 
from help in case of 
need. He spoke about 
that to Harvey. “Up 
there,’’ said Harvey, ‘‘it 
is every man for himself and every 
man has to take care of himself.’’ It 
was the kind of life he liked, however, 
und he was doing well with his trap- 
ping. The furs he brought out on that 
trip were sold for $2400. Fur buyers 
penetrate the Parsnip River country, 
but Harvey prefers to bring his furs 
out himself, because he can get bet- 
ter prices than the fur buyers offer, 
though they make pretty good bids, 
for Scotty, as he is known, is a good 
trapper and knows how to prepare the 
furs for the market, and buyers count 
themselves fortunate when they can 
persuade him to sell them some of his.

ly she telephoned the police, and 
presently Georgiana and Ruth 
were on the way to jail.

CHINESE JADES 


HE collection of Chinese fades and other hard stones is the thirty-fifth 
in a serics of cxhibite being featured weekly at the City Art Museum in 
Forest Park. This exhibit is in Gullery 28, in the south end of the west 
wing, aml may be reached by turning to the right at the rear of the en- 
trance hall. Hach display in the “Gallery of the Week” presentation will 
be reproduced in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, with an accompanying de- 


scription by museum authorities. 


Considering jade the purest and most divine of natural substances, the Chinese 
attribute to it remarkable and even magical qualities and give it a place of great 
prominence in their religion and culture. 
the deities of the ancient cosmic religion, the emblems of authority of officials, 
amulets for preserving the body after death, astronomical and musical instru- 
nents and numerous ornamental objects. The exhibit includes specimens of all 
these classes, some of which are attributed to the Shang dynasty (1766-1122 
B. C.), though most are of the Chou (1122-256 B. C.), Han (206 B. C.-221 A. D.) 
and later epochs. 

Chinese jades may be divided roughly into two groups, the ancient ritual pieces, 
usually of chaste geometrical shapes, and the more modern examples, largely or- 
namental and valued for their skillful carving and the preciousness of the material.

The record ends there. At the 
moment that this is written Floyd 
is at large. He may be at large a 
month from now or a year from 
now. For four years he has 
thumbed his nose at every brand 
and species of officer, with the ex- 
ception of the Federal agent. They. 
may catch him. Or they may not. 
He may be in Mexico or Centra)
